Early, the young southerner heralded 
about UIG-. country as a leper, gave a 
reception last night to prove that he 
Is well.

there is nothing leprous about the 
man.

Early related a humorous incident 


at the expense of the Washington au- 
thorities.

you sliut up?" he was asked. 
: 


"I raised chickens," he said, "and 


both the chickens and their eggs were 
sent in to Washington and sold in the 
open market. 
They wouldn't let my 


wife come within ten feet of me, but 
they had a watchman who brought mo 
my food. He took no special precau- 
tions about it, either." 


"If Early had been a leper those 


eggs might have spread the disease 


, 
all over, Washington," added 
Dr. 


liulkley. "If It had been infectious at 
all, the eggs would have carried it." 
, What Early has, Bulkley explained, 
is a'simple inflammation of the skin, 
produced by the alkali used in the 
pulp mill where he formerly worked 
In North Carolina. 


Early will soon be free to go, Bulk- 


ley said, a careful examination having 
shown not the slightest trace of the 
baccillus of leprpsy. 
But as a pre- 


caution, Early will probably be kept 
at tho hospital for a week or so more, 
so that the diagnosis may be con- 
firmed 'by. other dermatologists. 


THE COLOMBIAN REVOLT

Bogota, .July 10.—General Ortiz,
